2 INDEPENDENT CLAIM 1 

2.1 The present application does not meet the criteria of Article 33(1) PCT, because the 
subject-matter of claim 1 , insofar as this claim has been understood, is not new in the 
sense of Article 33(2) PCT. 

Document D1 discloses (the references in parentheses applying to this document; 
see fig. 1 and 2): 

a vertical axis wind turbine, consisting in a metal construction (b), with movable wings 
(d) attached thereon. The wings (d), can swing around an axis which is placed on the 
construction and are limited in their movement by bumpers (f) placed on an inner 
frame (e) attached to the construction. 

2.2 Documents D3 and D4 equally show the technical features of claim 1 , insofar as this 
claim has been understood (see D3: figures 1 and 2; D4: figures 1 and 2). 
Documents D3 and D4 are thus novelty destroying for the subject matter of claim 1 
(Article 33(2) PCT). 

3 DEPENDENT CLAIMS 2-1 3 

Dependent claims 2-13 do not contain any features which, in combination with the 
features of any claim to which they refer, meet the requirements of the PCT in 
respect of novelty and/or inventive step (Article 33(2) and (3) PCT). 

3.1 Documents D1 , D3 and D4 disclose the technical features of claims 2-1 2 (see the 
documents and the corresponding passages cited in the search report), therefore the 
subject-matter of claims 2-12, insofar as these claims have been understood, is not 
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new in the sense of Article 33(2) PCT. 

3.2 Furthermore, the features of dependent claim 13 (insofar as this claim has been 
understood) have already been employed for the same purpose in a similar wind 
turbine, see document D2, paragraph 1 1 and figure 1 . It would therefore be obvious 
to the person skilled in the art, to apply these features with corresponding effect to a 
wind turbine according to document D1 , thereby arriving at a wind turbine according 
to claim 13. 
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
